port has been gained in practically 
all the other counties, which it is 
expected will be formed into a de­ 
finite organization soon. 
F. M. Simpson, manager of the 
Chicago office of the National Live­ 
stock 
Producers association, 
with 
which the Oklahoma organization is 
affiliated, will come to Oklahoma 
soon to take part in final organiza­ 
tion, Mrs. Hill said. 
(In connection with the working

association plans in Oklahoma, Carl 
H. 
Robinson, 
federal 
agricultural 
statistician 
with 
the state 
board 
of agriculture, who recently was 
transferred to Oklahoma from Cali­ 
fornia, says that at least 75 per­ 
cent of the livestock of the Pacific 
slope is handled through the co­ 
operative association in California.

W hile the people of America al­ 
ready begin to look forward to the 
coming spring, more than a million 
Russians, wrapped in a scanty al­ 
lowance of rags, must still face the 
coldest weather of the entire winter. 
In Russia the thermometer drops to 
its lowest mark in February and in 
March. 
Between now and the first 
warm days, death threatens a vast 
multitude of Russian children and 
adults, American R e l i e f workers 
throughout the country declare, un­ 
less clothing is sent to them. 
With the early days of 1923 the 
clothing Shortage has reached men­ 
acing proportions. A single garment 
to a person is the rule in Russia, 
and even that one garment only too 
often consists of rags, or thin flour 
sacking, or even of stitched news­ 
paper pages. 
Children are so inadequately clad 
that on the coldest dave it is im ­ 


possible for many of them to ven­ 
ture forth even to the A .R. A. child- 
feeding kitchens for food. 
In the 
orphanages they huddle together for 
warmth. 
Their elders fare even worse, since 
the best of their tattered raiment is 
wrapped about the children. 
It is 
utterly impossible for Russians to 
buy clothes at this time, with a pair 
of shoes costing a month’s wage, 
while the price of an*overcoat often 
is as much as a man can make in a 
year. 
Adding to the general misery 
is the fact that the price of fuel is 
at present prohibitive. 
To prevent the coming weeks from 
rivalling last year’s famine in the 
toll of human lives, the American 
Relief Administration has inaugu­ 
rated a new' clothing remittance 
package, on the same plan as the 
celebrated Hoover food remittance 
packages of last year. 
Each pack- 


age costs $20 at the New 
York 
headquarters of the American Re­ 
lief Administration, 42 Broadway, 
and will be delivered to any de­ 
signated individual in Russia, or dis­ 
tributed for general relief, just as 
preferred by the donor. 
The contents of each package aret 
as follows: 4 2 /3 yards of 56-incht 
20-ounce dark blue wool cloth, suf­ 
ficient for a suit of clothes for an 
adult, or outer garments for two 
children; 4 yards of black Cotton 
lining; 16 yards of muslin, sufficient 
for 4 suits of underwear; 8 yards of 
flannelette, sufficient for twro men’s 
shirts or two women’s shirtwaists; 
buttons and thread to make up this 
material. 
- 
A direct receipt from the Russian 
who gets the clothing will be sent to 
the donor of each package.

distribution outside of Illinois. For­ 
ty of these were allowed to Lewis

Winter Bugbear to Russian 
Children; Clothing Shortage 
Holds Death Menace for Them 


All their lives long Russian child­ 
ren of today will Late the snow, 
koung^ters of other lands may make 
mow men and build snow fortresses 
md gleefully trace the signature 
)f Jack Frost on the window’ jjanes, 
jut no Russian boy or girl who goes 
brough this winter will ever again 
welcome the cold into his play. 
Luckier tykes elsewhere in the world 
anay look upon ice and snow as their 
especial toy, but the suffering they 
Save brought this winter to Rus­ 
sia will make them the relentless 
jugbear of the Russian children. 
The winter is no harder thairus- 
aal in Russia, it is true, w here every 
cinter is hard, since the climate is 
similar to that of the Northern 
United States and Canada. 
The 
joint that makes the difference to 
he Russian youngsters is the cloth­ 
ing shortage that today holds that 
annappv country in its grip, bring­ 
ing such pain and peril that Ameri- 
:an Relief Administration workers 
lay that thousands of children and 
idults will die unless clothing is sent 
lo them. In winters as cruel as those 
af Minnesota or Alberta, children 
lave neither wraps or underclothing, 
md no other protection against the 
:old than a single garment of thin 
sacking or tattered rags. 
Some­ 
times they do not even have this. 
“ I thought that the children were 
stripped for a medical examination,” 
a relief worker lately returned to 
the United States said in describing 
his visit to a Russian orphanage. 
'‘But I found that they were n ^ e d 


because they had no clothes. Tho 
building was without heat, and wind 
blew through the broken window 
panes.” 
In their own homes the children 
fare just as badly. 
Many of them 
have so few garments that they 
cannot go out of doors at all, even 
to go to the A. R. A. kitchens fqr 
their one precious meal a day. Their 
elders are in an equally pitiable 
plight. The cold weather at present 
is almost as much of a menace as 
last year’s famine, A. R. A. workers 
say. 
To meet this crisis the American 
Relief Administration has introduc­ 
ed a clothing remittance package, 
similar to the famous food remit­ 
tance package of last year. 
For the 
sum of $20 paid to the New’ York 
Headquarters of the A. R. A., 42 
Broadway, any friend or relative or 
sympathizer of these suffering Rus­ 
sians may send one of these pack­ 
ages to any designated Russian. A 
direct receipt will be returned to 
him from the recipient of the pack­ 
age. The contents of each package 
are as follows: 
4 2/3 yards of 56-inch, 20-ounce 
dark blue wool cloth, sufficient for 
a suit of clothes for an adult, or 
outer garments for tw’o children; 4 
yards of black cotton lining: 16 
yards of muslin, for 4 suits or un­ 
derwear; 8 yards of flannelette, for 
2 men’s shirts or 2 women’s shirt 
waists; buttons and thread to make 
up this m aterial

I hope that itj 
will result in good. There has been 
a clamor and demand for a grand 
jury for some two or three years; 
on account of the expense of it I 
have neglected calling a grand jury 
and I filmily called a graud jury 
for the reason I thought it might 
result in good. 
There are 
many small 
matters) 
that affect neighbors that people 
are very loath to make known to 
the county attorney and to take an 
active part in, but when called be­ 
fore a grand jury and compelled to 
divulge information under oath they 
feel that is a protection aud a ju s-> 
tifieation 
for 
imparting 
informa-1 
Hon they have, and in that way 
much of the disorder around school 
houses and churches ln the county 
can toe reached that could nbt be 
reached by the county attorney or 
by the actions of the leading law- 
abiding citizens of 
the 
neighbor­ 
hood. 
It occurs that since the calling 
of this grand jury that many of 
the parties who haye toeen urgent in 
the 
past for a 
grand jury have 
been very critical of the fact that 
a grand jury has been 
called. 
I 
cannot comprehend how any person 
can justly oppose an honest sincere 
investigation of any and all viola­ 
tions of the law irrespective who it 
affects. 
That old 
story, 
which I 
believe Is in the Blue Back. Speller, 
of “ Whose Ox is gored” has always 
been in the world and always will 
be. Most of us are willing to ap­ 
ply the law to the other fellow but 
we don’t want to bring it home. 
It 
has 
been charged 
that 
this 
grand jury was called out of a spir­ 
it of 
political 
prejudice to 
w’ork 
on city officials and that it was a 
picked grand jury. This grand jury 
was selected according L) the stat­ 
ute. Sloane Reeae of Roff, a mer­ 


chant, and a very high standing cit­ 
izen, J. O. Abney, a merchant of 
Ada and a very high standing citi­ 
zen, and a farm* r at Egypt that I 
never km w before in my life are 
the jury Commissioners. I ordered 
them to pick from the tax rolls 300 
names and 
put them 
in the jury 
box. They did 
that. They did it 
without any suggestions from me 
as to the personnel of that list. 
From that 
300 
names the sheriff 
and the clerk drew out twenty-four 
names, and under the law’ they had 
to draw them without looking into 
the box and seeing who they were 
drawing, and when that twenty-four 
were drawn they were summoned 
to appear 
he?a 
as a grand jury 
pannel. Under the statute It makes 
it the duty of the judge to 
pick 
twelve out of that twenty-four. That 
is a positive statutory 
mandate. 
Says the judge shall pick twelve 
from the jurors summoned; that I 
proceeded to do and I am glad to 
say in my judgment the grand jury 
is composed of as* good citizens as 
is in Pontotoc county, and I have 
been impressed with your spirit of 
fairness and the lack of prejudice 
on your part iu your deliberation, 
and tne fact you have returned for­ 
ty-one bills and only one affects 
the city administration contradicts 
the statement that the grand jury 
was called especially for the city 
benefits, and when the inside se­ 
cret is known that three other city 
officials could
